“LU YUNG-TING'S TRIP 
TO’ PAOTING.

Wo Pei-foo and the South. 

Paoting, May 22-——General Lu 
Yung-ting, former High Tnspect- 
ing Commissioner of Kwangtuag 
and Kwangai and leader of the 
once powertul Kwangsi military 
party} in Canton, arrived here 

yesterday from. Peking for tha 
discussion of the Chinese 
political situation © is-a-tie 
the south-west with General 
‘Tsao 3=—«_ Kun and - General 


Wu-Pei-fu. According to the 
secretary of General Lu, on ac- 
count of the political dispute be- 
tween Dr. Snn Yat-son and Gen- 
eral Chen Chiung-ming, all the 
Kwangtong troops have bea 
withdrawn fram Kwangsi by the 
latter who are being concentrat- | 
ed at Waichow sn that the pres- 
ent time offers a fice opportunity 
for the Lu Yung-tins party ‘to 
tecover its former power and 
prestige in the Liang-Kwang 
Provinces. , : 

The object of Lu Yung-ting’s 
visit to Paoting this time is to dis- 
cover how far the leaders of the 
victorious Chibli faction can and 
will go to support him in the 
south in case his supporters and 
followers reaume their military 
operations against the Kuomin- 
tang party first to recover their 
past influence and power in 
Kwangsi and then extend their 
success to Kwanutung.: But it is 
reliably reported that General Lu 
is rather dissatisfied on the ground 
that both Tsao Kun and Wa Pei- 
fu, forthe sake of the people snd 
the peace of the country, are in- 
clined to first approach Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen aod other leaders in the 
Liang-Kwang Provigces 
peaceful negotiations concerning 
the reunification of the north and 
the south without bastilities, co 
that General Lu is returning to 
his residence in Tientsin for 
tha moment until further 
development. Tazo and Wu 
bavyo actually sent telegram to 
Dr, Sua Yat-sen asking hiro to 
cease his preparations of nis so- 
called northern military exped.t- 
ion and to give his views about 
the reunification of China through 
the convocation of national con- 
vention in Tientsin or any other 
city which may be decided by 
mutual consent of the north and 
south. 


In the joint telegram of Esso 
Kon and Ww Pei-fu to De Sun,

One result of the “Washington 
Conference was a decision to 
appoint 4n international com- 
mittee to investigate China’s 
judicial system with a view to 
the eventual abolition of extra- 
territoriality. In Peking and 
Shanghai the aurhorities made 
efforts to push on with the work 
of reform in, readiness for the 
visit of the commissioners. These 
activities, rightly oF wrongly 
described by some as window- 
dressing, were jaterrupted by, the 
Chang-Wu collision, and word 
went forth that China contem 
plated a postponement of the 
jnvestigation. A few days 850 
‘a repors came alors from Sbang- 
hai that the Chinese authorities 
are renewing their preparations 
now that tha civil war appears 
to havé blown over. At the 
moroent there is some doub: con- 
cerning the position. 
. A difficult problem threatens 
to become aggravated by the 
state of affairs in the United 
States Court: for China, located 
in the Model Settlement. Fol- 
lowing the unedifying episode in 
relation to Mr. Fleming.
